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INVESTING  VERSUS  SPECULATING 


WE  WILL  START  WITH  THE  DICTIONARY  DEFINITION  OF  BOTH 
WORDS. 

INVESTMENT  2.  Investing  of  money  or  capital  for  income  or  profit;  the  sum 
invested  or  the  property  purchased. 

SPECULATE  3,  Com.  To  enter  into  a transaction  the  profits  of  which  are  con- 
jectural or  subject  to  chance;  specifically,  to  buy  or  sell  with  the  expectation  of  profiting 
by  fluctuation  in  price. 

Speculating  is  exactly  what  you  do  when  trying  to  buy  coins,  just  because  you  heard 
some  one  say  they  were  good,  or  see  certain  coins  make  a phenomenal  gain. 

No  one  buying  a set  or  sets  can  hardly  get  hurt  as  coin  collecting  is  in  its  infancy, 
there  are  not  enough  sets  to  go  around.  And  prices  must  necessarily  rise  all  around. 
BUT  to  go  out  and  pick  out  all  of  the  coins  with  a great  future  and  anticipate  a great 
profit  can  not  be  done  if  history  is  used  as  a guide. 

In  the  commemorative  BOOM  DAYS,  it  was  not  the  commemoratives  that 
BOOMED  but  the  buyers,  that  BOOMED. 

I know  so  many  people  that  are  very  bitter  about  taking  great  losses  on  commemor- 
ative coins  as  well  as  on  other  coins.  I might  add  that  the  commemorative  coins  today 
are  on  an  even  keel,  and  there  is  no  sign  of  speculating. 

At  one  time  rare  boones  were  selling  for  $85.00  a set,  I sold  them  after  for  $20.00 
per  set  with  not  many  takers,  Grants  with  the  star  were  up  to  $85.00.  I afterwards  sold 
them  for  $20.00  and  not  many  takers. 

At  the  same  time  the  commemorative  BOOM  was  on  1885  nickels  uncirculated  were 
selling  for  less  than  $5.00  each;  1921-P  dimes  unc.,  were  selling  for  less  than  $5.00  each. 
No  one  wanted  just  one  set  of  rare  boones,  there  w’ere  a few  exceptions.  So  many 
people  wanted  a dozen  sets,  on  grants  with  the  star,  it  is  reputed  that  one  man  bought 
at  one  time  85  of  them. 

I would  suggest  that  the  investors  buy  as  much  of  any  thing  as  they  want  but 
only  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  other  coins  in  same  series,  if  you  are  buying  Lincoln 
cents  in  rolls  buy  equal  amounts  of  each  date  and  mint. 

If  the  above  method  is  too  slow  buy  as  much  of  any  coin  as  you  wish  if  the  price 
is  not  moving  upwards  rapidly.  I might  add  that  I do  not  know  of  any  person  that  was 
burned  with  the  commemoratives  that  could  not  have  made  money  if  they  chose  by 
selling,  but  refused  reasonable  returns  on  their  commemoratives. 

I will  try  to  have  some  specific  data  on  certain  rolls  of  coins,  also  single  pieces  to 
show  the  speculators’  ultimate  finish  in  trying  to  make  the  easy  money. 

Whereas  the  person  not  greedy  does  not  lose  on  his  investment  but  does  make  money.
